By a proclamation of Governor Vives, 
dated at Havana the 7*ti insi. all the 
c iminals. to be arraigned before any of 
the Judges in ihat uland are to be tried 
and punished according to the Spaniah 
Penal Code, as re-established in full 
furce by Ferdinand in his decree of 
Ociober last dated at Jerez de la Fronte- 
ta All the laws passed since the month 
of Marcn, 1880, when the late Constitu­ 
tional Governmem went into operation, 
aro negaiively declared hr Ihe same 
proctamAilon, to be null and vald. 


An order has t>een given by the Go- 
verooi to his boat ding officers, to send 
any passenger, who may arrive at that 
port without a passport, to the guar I 
ship, where he will remain detained 
until the sailing of the vessel again, or 
until some responsible peraon sball be­ 
come his security. 


Notwithstanding the apparent tran- 
quilliiy which attended the re-astablish- 
menl of the absolute goveroment in 
Havana, a considerable portion of the 
inhabitants of that cuy and of the Island 
of Cuba are far from being satisfied wiih 
the new oider of things. W e have seen 
three several proclamations in manu­ 
script which contain the most fervid 
stfiinmcnts of liberty, and calling upon 
the native inhsbitanta of the island lo 
throw off their subjection to an imperi­ 
ous government, which at the distance 
oi lOUO leagues, pretends to rule ihem 
accoidiog tothe principles of absolute 
sovereignty.

in addition, where the bales or packages 
in which goods are imporiedi aball be 
broken, or sttbdiridadt 


Licenses are lo be granted free of 
cost 
auctioneers, on their entering 
into certtiin penal bonds for the compli* ' 
anco with the provisions of this law — 
They are to retain the amount of duty 
from the amount of sales, and for this la­ 
bour are to receive an allowance of one 
per cent commission. 


No sales are to be made without no* 
lice publickly given, nor Iti any other 
manner than by public outcry 


If any goods are imported from abroad 
bearing American m s'ks, or purporting 
to be of American manufacture thoUi'h 
really of foreign muke, ihey shall be ab- 
aolutely foifeited.
